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SHOT DOWN OR MECHANICAL FAILURE? 
U.S. Plane Crash Near Saigon Kills 15 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(UPI) — A twin - engine U. S. 
Army Caribou transport plane 
crashed in flames shortly after 
takeoff south of Saigon today, 
killing IO Americans and 5 Viet­ 
namese. 


It was the worst single dis­ 
aster to American forces since 
the outbreak of hostilities in the 
Vietnamese 
anti - Communist 
war. 


A U. S. military spokesman 
said the crash took place at 
Tan 
Hiep air strip, about 25 


miles from 
Saigon in nearby 
Dinh Tuong Province. 


Before 
today’s 
crash, 
the 
worst incident involving Ameri­ 
can military men in Viet Nam 
had been the twin crashes of 
two H34 U.S. Marine Corps hel­ 
icopters in 
the mountains 
of 
central Viet Nam. The helicop­ 
ters were shot down by Com­ 
munist ground fire with a loss 
of 12 American lives.

Bros., inc., contractors for 
the $555,821 project, 
said 
concrete could not be pour­ 
ed during freezing weather 
unless 
provisions 
w e r e 
made to heat it to allow it 
to cure properly. No provi­ 
sions 
were made to 
heat 
concrete on the new bridge. 


Although 
the 
work 
is 
ahead of schedule, 
neither 
the contractor nor the high­ 
way department could give 


a definite date for comple­ 
tion. 


Nearly Finished 


The decking on the span 
is nearly finished and it is 
expected that concrete will 
be poured for the roadbed 
within a few days. The con­ 
crete for the roadbed will 
not be poured in one piece 
it was 
learned, 
and 
each 
pouring must cure for 
14 
days before it can be open­ 
ed to traffic or before an­ 
other pouring can be made. 


Residents of the area can 
apparently figure on a min­ 
imum of six weeks before 
the work is completed. 


The old bridge was closed 
because of the unsafe con­ 
dition of the approaches. At 
first, provisions were made 
to allow emergency vehicles 
to use the old span but a 
permanent 
closure 
w a s 
made after repeated acts of 
vandalism. 


Chains 
stretched 
across 
the roadway at the bridge 
approaches were cut 
a n d 
w o o d e n 
barricades 
re­ 
moved. The situation grew 
so .serious that at one point 
the 
contractor’s 
insurance 
company 
refused 
to 
con­ 
tinue his insurance. At that 
time 
the 
state 
moved to 
close the bridge completely.

Appeals For Two 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(UPI)—The government today 
turned down appeals for mercy 
by the brother of former Pres­ 
ident Ngo Dinh Diem and by 
his onetime secret police chief. 
Both will be executedby the 
guillotine within five days. 


Ngo Dinh Can, brother of the 
assassinated 
president, 
and 
Phan Quang Dong, who served 
Can as secret police boss in 
central Viet Nam, 
were con­ 
victed by a revolutionary court 
of murder, ilk gal arrest, extor­ 
tion and actions damaging the 
national economy. 
The court condemned them to 
death by the guillotine.
